Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on November 18, 2002 
was considered by the Examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. Claim 55-56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by German 
Patent Gebrauchsmuster G 86 04 004.9. 

German Patent 86 04 004.9 teaches all the limitations of the above claims 
including an elongated metal connector profile track (5) with base (7), a projection (8), 
top portion identical extensions (6), vertically extending protrusions (9) spaced from and 
on either side of projection (8). 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 103 

3. Claims 57-58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
German Patent Gebrauchsmuster G 86 04 004.9. 

German Patent 86 04 004.9 teaches all the limitations of the claims except 
specifically that the projections and protrusions extend the entire length of the 
connector. It would have been obvious for one skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to extend the protrusion and the projections the entire length of the connector 
requiring only routine skill in the art and as suggested by Figure 2 of the Foreign Patent 
86 04 004.9.
